Dr-E. T. Scott's ‘report oh’ the health of 
Swatow for tho half year enfled Soptomber 
30th, 1880, shows that the, past souson had 
beon one (of tho coolest, for many yoars at 
this port, and at the aumo time one of the 
imildest, ‘The health, of foreigners has been 
unusually good. .Therc had been hardly any 
serious cases to deal with, and the ordinary 
cases of summer diarrhea ond-fever havo 
boen. Jess: frequent. and tess: severe than 
usual. It ‘has been. a. very healthy season 
for natives. ‘also, for, 80 far as. the reporter 
can learn, there has boen mo sorious illness 
of an epidemic character, a’ circumstance 
rathor remarkable, considering the extreme | 
dirt of ‘Chinese towns and villages. He 
had not heard the word. cholera used once, 
though usually during. the hot. months this 
disease is cpidemic amongat. Chinese. .He 
resumes. the-amount of rain which fell 
elped to produce this aatisfactory atate of 
aflaira, by flushing otid ‘cleaning out the 
drains, carrying away much, i ‘all,.tho 
decomposing vegetable and other Matters 
which necumulate in such quantities, There 
was griovous digenso cpidemic aniongst the 
cattle in this district, killing as many as $0 
per cent. of the cows and buffaloes in some 
villages. Dr. Scott endeavoured -to. ascer- 
tain the exact nature of ‘thecomplaint, ‘but 
possibly, from unwillingness on the part of 
tho Chinese to give information .concerning 
it, was unable to get any reliable data, He 
could only learn that the disease seemed 
somewhat like cholera, cither ‘prostrating 
the animal at once and ending fatally. in.a 
fow hours, or beginning with diarrhos 
which, gradually becoming worse, ende: 
equally fatally inn few days. The Chinese 
ate the flesh of the diseased animals with 
impunity, and sonte of them attributed the | 
remarkable healthiness of this summer to 
the fact that all the disease waa amongat 
the cattle, and that the human animale 
escaped on this account, Dr. Scott makes 
an interesting note in his ‘report ‘os 
toa plague ‘of caterpillars which visited 
the district during the months of Juno, 
July, -ind August, literally covering 
the fir trees (on which they lived exclu- 
sively), and leaving them. perfectly’ de- 
nuded of leaves. The hill sides in many 
places looked nz if a fire had passéd over" 
the trees and scorched them. ‘The Chinese 
were very much afraid to handle them, as 
they declared them to be oneal pois-. 
onous ; and they are right‘so far, as he knows 
of two foreigners who were injured by these 
insects, When crushed they exuded a glu- 
tinous fluid of a light green colour, which 
was very irritating to the skin; producing 
yhich Gang 
inconvenience rinight. 
One death yse8 roported among forpigners ; 
the births had’ beon six, three boys and 
three girls, 


A. S. Deane addresses to. the Inspeo- 
tor General of Customs, an _interestin; 
report on the health of Wuhu for the half 
year onded* 30th September, 1880. He 
bogins by describing Wuhu as situated on the 
Yangtze in latitude 31° 19 12” N., longi- 
tude’ 118° 23' E. (approximately), and hay- 
ing a Chineso ‘population estimated at about 
46,000. Judging from the experience he 
has himself had during the past eight 
months, and from what he has learned 
from those who have resided here for somo 
time, the general health of the natives doea 


.. | not indicate an unhealthy condition of this 


situation, Tho present year (1880) more, 
over, contrasts very favourably with 1879, 
when the Suporintendent of Customs very 
generously instituted ‘a freo dispensary, 
attended «by two-native ‘‘doctora” to ad 
minister relief to the sick of this noi 
1,000... ‘This. year no such. tax on th 
Superintendent's charity has_bdon neoded. 
The Chinese who presented themselves for 
treatment were few, and, with the exception 
of five or six cases of intermittent-fever and 
dysontery, mostly suffered from eye diseases

or slight injuries. This small sick rate. has 
been undoubtedly due to the mildness of 
vur summer, coupled with the absence of 
floods; The health of the foreign communi; 
ty has not been as satisfactory as Dr Deane 
could wish, From time to time’some have 
complained of a general feeling of malaive 
and considerable gastric disturbance, accom: 
panied at times by diarrhoea, at, others: by 
constipation—the axillary temperatureshow- 
ing a riso of from 1°. F, to 3° F. above the 
normal,—with a gonegal indisposition for
